Wa8H»oton, May 17.— Membein of 
congren are growing more restive daily 
H word reaciius them fi'uin home that 
the congi'eB.sioniil conventions are being 
CAlle i and dologat' s chosen. Manv con- 
ventions liavc alrcHily hren lu'lii, and 
(luite a niinih' r ti.c present nK'nil)er8 
of tho houB« have huuu rfnominatcd. 
These include ReprcsentativcM Clark of 
of MiMtsouri. Fithiao, Lane and ISmith of 
Illinois, Johnson of ladiMia and Layton 

01 Ohio. 

In tlie ili-tiict of Representative Payn- 
ter ot Kentucky the convention has been 
belli, and Rolla K. Hart nominated, aa 
Mr. Payiiter declined to bo a candidate, 
Finis Downing has been named for one 
of the new districts. Rei)ort« have been 
pnbli.'thcd tHat lte])reHentativo Hopkins 
of Illinois had been nominated, and that 
Representativefi McDanuald of Illinois 
and Cooper of In liiina have Wen de 
feated, but the districts of these three 
members have not yet held tbair con 
ventions. 

Besides the conventions aireaay neiii 
many are set for the near tnture. The 
Missouri districts are especially active 
Representative Morgan's (Mib.souri) con- 
vention is next week, uid he has as- 
sumed that the InstrnctioQS to dalagates 
will renominate. 

Representative Heard's (Missouri) con- 
vention ls June S, and his renomination 
is axpeoted. Representative Piall (Mis- 
soon) is canvassing his district, and is 
•aid to be sure of a renomination. Rep- 
resentatives Bland and Hatch have little 
or no opposition in their districts. In 
Illinois all the Democratic congressional 
conventions at (. hicago are set for July 
10. The Republican conventions have 
not been called. Representative Mc- 
Dannald's convention is June 17. The 
conventions of Representatives Cannon 
and Hopkins are not far otf. The other 
conventions have not yet been called. 

In Indiana, the convention in Repre- 
MDtative Johnson's district is the only 
one that has made a nomination. Sev- 
eral otbar conveutious have been called 
for Jqim and July, it is expected that 
Representatives Holman, Bynnm aud 
most of the other Indiana members bow 
serving will be renominated. 

Michigan has bai oo conTentiou as 
Xet, nor are any called. Chairman Cam* 

Cu of the Deinovratic committee was 
re recently, and arranged to have an 
early ftate convention. The congression- 
al nomin«tloaa will follow soon after 
Qhlo. BopreaentatiTe Layton'i district 
is the onb; ooe in which action baa been 
taken. Three of the BepablioMn ooufen^ 
tioas are set for Jane. 

In Kansas, where a number of dia- 
tricta are represented by Populists, the 
Popolut conventiona are bwng called. 
That of BepreaentaiiTe Lmfia ia on June 
7, and the hepablioan oonTention of the 
district will be tomorrow. The Minne- 
sota and Wiaoonstai oonvantioDS are atill 
far oil, aa are also most of them in the 
northwestern states. Most of tb» aast- 
em oongreasirjnal oonventioofri will be 
late in wesnmmerorintheeirly fall. 

The practice in New England diatcicts 
and throngh New York and New Jeroey 
is to hold the oonvemtions only a few 
weeks before the election. Soma of the 
Pennsylvania conventiono are being 
called, but the dates are late— that of 
Representative Erdman being Aug. 20. 

Most of the southern oonventiona are 
also late, bnt the precinct contents are 
already proceeding actively. In Texas 
Bepreeentatives Orsaham and Sevin 
have carried most of the precincts thus 
far contested. The Weat Virginia con- 
ventions are expected to be in August 
and those of Louisiana in 8 ptember. 

This activity in the diatru ts through- 
out the country lualces uiemben anxious 
to get home and attend to their intereat 
Tliey cay thu most etfective work ia done 
m the month lea ling up to the conven* 
tiou. instead of immediately before the 
meeting. The recent dooldngof salaries 
has made it very expensive to go home 
to attend a canvass. These considera- 
tions are urging members to hurry along 
with the legislation, complete the tarilf 
bill aud adjourn as soon as possible.

been traced to perBons in bt. Louis, and 
it is expected tliat all the guilty ones 
will be in custody in a day or two. The 
attempt was made on the Wells-Fargo 
Express company, and several of the 
forged orders, lor small amounts, were 
cashed before the discovery was made. 
The bogus pa\,K,rs have bean sold in all 
sections of the ( (Jiiiilry. 

The oiH-rator, being a stranger, pro- 
fesses inability to collect from the com- 
pany because of the alleged impo.'^sibil- 
ity of identifying himself as the owner 
of the money order. He usually ap- 
proaches some reputaVle house or per- 
son, and the affair is so i)laasible and 
probable that the draft is disjxme.l of 
without dilticulty and tha opi rator im- 
mediately di iappears. In such ( ases the 
loss falls on the purchafcer, and. no 
doubt, in this direction the aggregate of 
losses by these sharpers may be lai .u . 
The company, however, will lose but a

COAL FAMINI. 



Om Is Praetlsally to »TlsNase New 

Plttaborc. 

PiTTsni iui, ^Tav 17. — A coal famino, 
which has been threatening this city for 
sone time, is now practically an estab- 
lished reality. The problem of how to 
get mor.i has already passed tlio si i iom 
stage. Many of tiie railroid dealers 
have susiiendcd bnsiiie.-.3 entirely and 
are simply waiting tor the strike to end. 

The W(stinghouse Electric company 
is getting lU supply of coal from Jutto 
& Company. Messrs. Jutte & Com- 
pany wt>nld not say how long they ex- 
pected to b<' able to supply them, but 
seemed to think tluy will have enough 
to run thuin. 

Work at Aldred & Bender's red lead 
works at Sharpsbjrg was suspended 
Tuesday evening on account of no coal. 
This is the fourth i)lant to shut down up 
there. All the other mills in and about 
the citv are preparing to shut down. 

At the Brilliant waterwoi ks crude oil 
is being sprayed under tln^ txjilers by a 
steam jet and burned as a fuel. This 
answers perfectly but can not be used in 
the city as insurance companies will not 
permit it. 

Nearly every business houso in this 
city is running short of fuel for their 
steam boilers. The problem of how to 
run engines without steam, or raise 
steam without fuel, now demands an 
answer. Gas is as scarce as coal, al- 
most, and can not be got for firing )x>il- 
ers. The result of the Cleveland cci- 
ventionia thsnfWe being awaited anx- 
iously.

Press learns that United States A;ab:i.s-

of United Btatea dtisens in Sam-ja ore 
safeguarded. 

The representatives in London of the 
Anstraliaa colonies recently intimated 
that it was the intention of their govern- 
ments to persist in the request that the 
Resent arrangement be terminate- i. 
The imperial government repliei that 
steps were flbing taken to reconsider the 
Berlin act and that puarpariers with 
Germany were proceeding. Itiastat d 
in good quarters that the Anglo-German 
negotiations will be greatly in'^neiiced 
by the r suits of the Ott iwa conference.

He asked for the immediate oonaidifra- 
tion of his rvsolntion, bnt Senator Cook* 
erill asked that it lie upon the table un- 
til Thursday, which was done.

S. Wilson died yesterday afternoon, 
aged 81 years. He Was admitted to the 
bar in Ohio in practiced law in 
Dubuque from 1887 until his death. In 
1888 he waa nominated as delegate to 
oongrsss, and at the same time waa ap- 
pointed judge of the Iowa supreme 
court by President Vaik^uren. The ap- 
pointment was rene>\Ul by Presidento 
Tylei; and Polk, and he continued in the 
bench until 1847. He served several 
terms in state legislature and also aa 
district Judge.

15y the (iperation ut that law Captain 
Co luis naa lost several iiosiible capiives 
and lie was determined that the Shenan 
doah should not escape him. So one 
night he got away, and made straight at 
the Shenandoah, intending to strike her 
■■accidentally'' in a collision. But the 
Wa.schiisetts struck her only a glancing 
blow. Captain t.ollins was not to be 
ball;ed, and. throwing boardei-s on tin 
vessel, attaciied a cable to her and 
lowed out oi the neutral ixjtt and up to 
Hampden Roads. Va. 

There was a great stir over this breach 
of international law, and, although 
Emjieror Dom Pedro was a wartu sym- 
pathi .er with th • north, he coflld not 
overlook the indignitv that had been put 
upon his country, and demanded repar.i 
tiou.

Allot the firemen had used water 
from the cooler during the morning 
with no bad rtsults, hut all who drank 
after :3 o'clock w. re madedaatbly aick 
and several are in a critical condition. 
About 2 o'clock a stranger oame in the 
engin -hoose and asked for a drink of 
water. He waa shown the cooler, went 
to it. then dn>artdd. No special notice 
was Uken of him, bnt it waa noticed 
after thia incident that ths men who 
drank ware taken aick and the theory is 
the stranger poisoned the watsr.

The 
loss of dams and bridges about here will 
amount to thousands of doUurs.

WEEKLY CROP REPOIIT. 



Oonditions Highly Favorable Throofh- 
ont the State and AUYefttalloa 
AdTUMtaf lUiMly. 

The wcAther conditions of the pttt 

week (lid not vary materially from those 
of the I'receding one. The temperature 
was generally above the normal, and de- 
"^Iiite the daily thunder sliowers the 
anionnt of sunshine was very lu'ar the 
aveiaire. As was the case last week the 
lainlall was very unevenly distributed 
It came mainly in the torm of local 
showers, wiiich were most fre(inent in 
the western half of the State, though all 
sertions, exce|it a lew isolatt'd districts, 
received ail anioiint eijual to or slightly 
in excess uf the normal. In smne in- 
st.'iiiees these storms wi'ie accoini)anie(l 
by violent wind and hail, Inun which 
damage resulted, especially in Hancock 
and Monroe cnunties. Taking the State 
as a whole, howi'ver, the conditioiiH mav 
be regarded as highly lavoiable, and all 
siiecies cif \egetation have advam^ed 
very ra|iidly ihwing the week. 

By far the larger iiart of the corn crop 
is in the ground, only a lew fields in the 
lowlands remaining unplanted. There is 
a general complaint of damage to young 
corn from cut worms. Last week their 
presence was confined mainly to the 
southern counties, but since then, they 
appear to have spread throughout the 
entire State. In many sections the dam- 
age to corn has been so great as to 
neoeeeitate replanting. But .for this 
trouble, the outlook for the crop is most 
favmrabie. Some llelda have progressed 
so £u> ai to permit (rf their being worked 
over. 

Wheat looks exceptionally fine and 

the prospect for a good crop is excellent. 
The only complaint is that the growth is 
somewhat too rank. In the southern 
and western counties it is heading very 
nicely. 

The fine appearance of grnsses of all 
kinds indicates an unusually large hav 
crop. Clover is not doing well anil wifl 
not probably recover from the efTects of 
unfavorable weather conditions earlier 
in the season. The outlook for oats is 
nf)t promising except for that jiortion 
planted very late. 

I'he rejiort'' regarding tobacco are 
soiiH-wlial coutlicting, but it is believed 
that the a\ erage condition of the plants 
is good. 'I'iieie is CI iiisiilerable complaint 
that they are undersized, and that in 
'■onse(|uence, the transplanting season 
will be delayed ; also of injury irom in- 
sects. Some setting has been done dur- 
ing the week. The ground is in good 
condition for thil Work owing to the re- 
cent rains.
